Co., and Uniroy al, Inc.—mem­ 
bers of the ru bber ind u stry ’s 
Big 
Fou r—arou nd 
mid night 
Thu rsd ay as two-y ear contracts 
ex pired . 
Most of the 
21,25 0 ru bber 
workers members employ ed by 
the Good y ear Tire Ic Ru bber 
Co., the other Big Fou r mem­ 
ber, were on the job after u nion 
negotiators v oted late Thu rsd ay 
to work on a d ay -to-d ay basis as 
bargaining continu ed . 
Good y ear negotiating sessions 
are to resu me at IO a.m. Mon­ 
d ay in Cincinnati where Uniroy ­ 
al 
negotiators 
will 
meet 
Wed nesd ay . Firestone sessions 
will be in Clev eland and Good ­ 
rich’s at Colu mbu s. 
A contract with the nation’s 
fifth biggest ru bber prod u cer, 
General Tire & Ru bber Co., 
with 
3,05 2 
employ es, 
ex pires 
May 1 5. Negotiations are u nd er 
way in Clev eland . 
A mu tu al aid agrement 
be­ 
tween General Tire and the Big 
Fou r went into effect as the ru b­ 
ber workers pu t u p picket lines 
across the cou ntry ', a company 
spokesman said . 
Peter Bommarito, the u nion’s 
international 
presid ent, 
criti­ 
cized the mu tu al-aid agreement 
u nd er which the two working 
companies wou ld lend financial 
assistance to those stru ck. 
He issu ed a statement calling 
the comnanies’ pact “ a throw­ 
back to the labor baron d ay s of 
the 1930’s” and said it “has 
strengthened ou r d etermination 
to achiev e a fair and equ itable 
settlement.” 
Bommarito said the compa­ 
nies shou ld hav e concentrated 
on “pu tting forth realistic and 
ad eau ate proposals rather than 
band ing together in a strike as­ 
sistance pact.”

“ I hav e come here in ord er to 
seek the self-ex pression that has 
been d enied me for so long in 
Ru ssia,” the red -haired 42-y ear- 
old wid ow ex plained . 
She said she had stru ggled 
against the break becau se it 
meant leav ing her two child ren 
in Moscow and not seeing them 
again for a long time, “ bu t all 
was in v ain. I felt it was impos­ 
sible to go back.” 
So, on the ev ening of March 6 
she went to the American Em­ 
bassy in New Delhi requ esting 
asy lu m hi this cou ntry and be­ 
gan the Od y ssey that took her 
from Ind ia to Italy , then Swit­ 
zerland and finally the United 
States. 
Miss Stalin d eclined to say 
whether she had been granted 
permanent 
asy lu m 
here. 
In 
Washington the State Depart­ 
ment said , “ She is free to re­ 
main here as long as she wishes 
and is free to leav e whenev er 
she wishes.” 
Prior to her arriv al the d e­ 
partm ent 
notified 
the 
Sov iet 
Embassy she was on her way . 
There has been concern in the 
capital ov er the possible effect 
on U.S.-Sov iet relations. 
Alread y thre when she ar­ 
riv ed from Zu rich, Switzerland 
was the manu script of an 8 0,000- 
word au tobiography written in 
1963 which has been tu rned ov er 
to Harper & Row for pu blication 
Oct. 16. 
Sv etlana was the last of the 
passengers to d isembark from a 
jetliner at Kenned y Airport. She 
fairly bou nced d own the steps. 
In a written statement she 
said she left Moscow last De­ 
cember to take the ashes of Bri- 
jesh Singh, the man d escribed 
by the Sov iet gov ernment as her 
hu sband , to Ind ia. 
“ I fu lly ex pected to retu rn to 
Ru ssia 
within 
one 
month’s 
time,” 
she 
wrote, 
howev er, 
d u ring 
my stay in 
Ind ia I 
d ecid ed that I cou ld not retu rn 
to Moscow. 
“ It was my own d ecision, 
based on my own feelings and 
ex periences, 
withou t any one’s 
ad v ice or help or instru ction. 
“ In recent y ears, we in Ru s­ 
sia hav e begu n to think, to d is­ 
cu ss, to argu e, and we are not 
so mu ch au tomatically d ev oted 
any more to the id eas which we 
were tau ght.”

He said mod ern technology 
mu st be u sed “to create the

potential as a hu man being. 
“ It mu st be as sensitiv e to 
aesthetics as to efficiency , and 
to hu man growth as to economic 
and ind u strial ex pansion.”

Greece's New 


Dictators 
Relax Grip

ROME (AP) — Greece’s new 
military d ictators relax ed their 
grip on the cou ntry tod ay by 
reopening its frontiers and lift- 
nig a cu rfew in Athens u ntil ear­ 
ly Su nd ay . 
The first of sev eral foreign 
airliners, 
strand ed 
iii 
Athens 
when the army seized power 
Frid ay , reached Rome with 97 
passengers. 
A Danish charter airline said 
two of its planes land ed in Ath­ 
ens and a British airline said it 
was resu ming regu lar serv ce to 
the Greek capital. 
Athens 
rad io 
said 
mov ie 
hou ses and other places of en­ 
tertainment were ex pected to 
reopen tod ay . 
Telephone 
commu nications 
within the capital were restored 
Frid ay night and some of the 
politicians arrested d u ring the 
early hou rs of the cou p were 
reported released . 
Tanks and battle-read y troops 
kept the cou ntry u nd er close 
watch. 
Civ il 
rights 
remained 
su spend ed . 
No 
d istu rbances 
were reported . With commu ni­ 
cations interru pted and news 
med ia censored , most informa­ 
tion abou t the cou p was coming 
from Athens rad io or v ariou s 
sou rces ou tsid e Greece. 
Hie Athens correspond ent of 
the Istanbu l newspaper Hu rri- 
y et said a cland estine rad io sta­ 
tion in the Greek capital was 
calling 
for 
rebellion 
against 
“ monarch-fascism and d ictator­ 
ship.” The station called itself 
“the tru e v oice of the Greeks.” 
The 
new 
gov ernment 
an­ 
nou nced Frid ay night a pro­ 
gram of far-reaching goals that 
ind icated it d id not plan an ear­ 
ly retu rn to civ ilian ru le. 
Commu nications to the ou t­ 
sid e were broken and news me­ 
d ia censored . Most information 
abou t the Cou p came from Ath­ 
ens 
rad io 
and 
d iplomatic 
sou rces in other cou ntries. No 
d istu rbances were reported . 
Constantine Kolias, sworn in 
as premier by Greek Orthod ox 
Prim ate Archbishop Chry sosto- 
mos, said in a broad cast to the 
nation that tile parliamentary 
elections sched u led nex t month 
wou ld hav e led to blood shed and 
chaos. He said the army inter­ 
v ene “to sav e the cou ntry from 
d estru ction.” 
The premier said “ arsonists” 
au d 
professional 
anarchists 
wou ld be “ isolated ” while “the 
rest of u s can go ahead u nited 
for a rad ical change lead ing to 
prosperity and progress, 
and 
get rid of rottenness that had 
prev ailed .” 
Another Athens rad io broad ­ 
cast proclaimed the new ru lers’ 
long-range 
goals, 
inclu d ing 
“ rad ical changes in all areas of 
state activ ity .” It said the gov ­ 
ernment wou ld consolid ate na­ 
tional d efense and internal secu ­ 
rity , d istribu te national income 
among all classes, d ev elop the 
economy , and ad here to the 
United Nations and the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
Kolias, Cl-y ear-old chief Su ­ 
preme Cou rt prosecu tor, said 
that “ when the cou ntry retu rns 
to normal” parliamentary ac­ 
tiv ity 
wou ld 
be resu med bu t 
“ not the d emocracy of rabble.” 
The statement appeared aimed 
at 
former 
Prem ier 
George 
Papand reou , 8 0, who has often 
called d emonstrators into the 
streets to back u p the d emand s 
of his powerfu l leftist Center 
Union party . 
The party had warned of rev ­ 
olu tion if King Constantine in­ 
sisted on hold ing the elections 
nex t month. 
Whether the 26 -y ear-oiU king 
gav e the military take-ov er his 
fu ll blessing was not clear. Ath­ 
ens rad io said the king was 
present when tile new gov ern­ 
ment was sworn in at the roy al 
palace. Bu t its report that the 
king bad signed the d ecree su s­ 
pend ing constitu tional gu aran­ 
tees was not confirmed .

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Engineers and scientists must 
create a new technology devot­ 
ed to curing human problems 
produced by technological de­ 
velopment, says the president of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 
“We are beginning to suspect 
that free speech and free press 
might become irrelevant if we 
are slowly stranded by the air 
we breathe or slowly poisoned 
by our drinking water,” Howard 
W. Johnson told an MIT alumni 
dinner Thursday night.

It is hoped 
that when this proced ure is re­ 
fin ed that it may ad d an other 
achiev emen t to the lon g 
list

Paren ts 
should impress upon their chil 
d ren two thin gs: I. All smoke 
is toxic, ev en that from bon ­ 
fires, n ot d ead ly , but can make 
on e ill after too much exposure 
to it; 2. require them to stay 
back out of the d an ger area for 
their own protection so fire­ 
men can d o their job without 
bein g hampered by 
child ren

I' i!d Spring Bracer 


A mild spring bracer has been ap- 
p i<*d to the sluggish economy by the 
release of more than $1.1 billion of fed­ 
eral funds which President Johnson 
withheld last fall to restrain inflation­ 
ary pressures. 
Unfrozen by the White House were 
$1 billion for highways and $146 million 
in postponed spending for construction 
of hospitals, airports and other pro­ 
jects. 
Because of the normal lag between 
signing of contracts and disbursement 
of funds, the main spending impact will 
not be felt in the federal budget until 
fiscal 1967-68. Only about 9 million of 
the $1.1 billion is expected to be spent 
in the current fiscal year, which ends 
June 30. 
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July I seems to be a significant date 
in administration economic policy. The 
White House still hopes that such stim­ 
ulative actions as unfreezing of federal j 
funds and reduction in the discount 
rate will get the economy back on the | 
track. 
July I was also the effective date set 
for the 6 per cent surtax on incomes j 
Mr. Johnson proposed last January. 
lf the credit and fiscal stimulants 
take hold, administration planners in-! 
sist that Congress will have to adopt 
some sort of tax increase this year. 
But a tax-conscious Congress, prep­ 
ping for the 1968 election, obvious­ 
ly is going to require that the business 
upsurge 
really develop before 
any 
move is made on a surtax.

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
sons feel it ii a handicap to 
have a famous father. 
Not actor Sydney Chaplin, son 
of Charles Chaplin. 
“I think anyone who feels his 
life has been scarred because of 
the fame of his father is a 
bore,” he said. 
Sydney recently completed a 
role in “The Countess From 
Hong 
Kong,” 
which 
was 
produced 
and 
directed 
by 
Charles Chaplin. It was his sec­ 
ond appearance in a production 
by his father. In 1958 he played 
a young composer in “Lime­ 
light.” 
The younger Chaplin is proud 
of his father’s historic stature in 
the film world. * 
“My father invented the big 
salaries in this business,” he 
remarked. “He was the first 
man to ask and get a million 
dollars a year. He was always a 
good businessman.” 
Life with father in Hollywood 
wasn’t too congenial for Sydney 
as a lad, however, because of 
his own harum scarum ways. 
“Because he 
had to quit 
school after the first grade to 
support his mother, my father 
always had a great respect for 
education,” he said. 
‘But I was pretty wild. I had 
been t h r o w n out of three 
schools by the time I was 16.

was 
terribly 
disap­ 


pointed in me at that time. He 
tried to be atrict. He told me, 
‘You have to be something in 
life. You must do something to 
earn a living. 
“But how can you tell a kid that father wasn’t the only actor

You might imagine that by 
now doctors would be pretty 
blase about new advances that 
are brought to our attention a1 
most daily. We are not We are 
just as thrilled as is the layman 
by the contributions made by 
dedicated scientists all over the 
world. 
This was exactly our reaction 
when we learned that an oper­ 
ation actually was able to re­ 
move a portion of the heart 
muscle that had “died” because 
of an inadequate blood supply 
to the coronary arteries. 
Dr. Raymond O. Heimbecker, 
of the University of Toronto, 
courageously undertook this op­ 
eration because he felt that a 
piece of dead or dying muscle 
could threaten the life of a pa­ 
tient who might otherwise be 
s p a r e d .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mich- 
igan’s Gov. George Romney got 
an early taste of what it’s like to 
be a presidential candidate, in 
case he becomes one in 1968. It 
seemed to irritate him. 
Last summer he made mish­ 
mash of an answer to a question 
about the Vietnamese war. Aft­ 
er that he discussed it intermit­ 
tently and reluctantly. Then Im 
decided not to discuss it at all 
until he was better informed. 
When he felt he was suffi­ 
ciently informed —- this was 
about nine months after the 
mish-mash — he made a major 
speech on April 7. backing Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s major positions 
on handling the war now. 
He was against U.S. with­ 
drawal from Vietnam; he was 
against all-out escalation of the 
war; and he said he was “one 
Republican” who would not set­ 
tle on Hanoi’s terms. This de­ 
lighted Johnson. 
For one thing, it was an en­ 
dorsement from. the man who 
may be the Republican presi­ 
dential candidate 
next year. 
And because of this speech, if 
Romney is the man, he has nar­ 
rowed down beforehand his field 
for criticizing Johnson. 
Romney wasn’t all praise but 
his criticism was not about the 
way the war is being fought. 
He said Johnson had bypassed 
Congress in the decision-making 
that got this country into the 
war. He said he didn’t think 
Johnson had been frank enough 
about the war. And he said this 
country must in the future avoid 
similar involvements. 
Johnson promptly sent him a 
thank-you 
note, 
ignoring the 
criticism which his press secre­ 
tary, 
George 
Christian, 
dis­ 
missed as a “few partisan mor­ 
sels” 
Romney threw’ to his 
“lions.” Johnson called Rom- 
ney’s speech an endorsement. 
Romney apparently felt this 
put him in a hit of a box. This 
week he tried to wiggle out of it

But his criticism is debatable

He was repeating criticism,

Instead, when North Vietnam­

Be it reso lv ed by the General 
Assembly o f the State o f Ohio : 
Three-fifths o f the m em b ers o f 
each ho use co ncurring therein, that 
• special electio n is hereby called 
to be held o n the first Tuesday 
after the first Mo nday In May , 1947, 
et which electio n a pro po sitio n to 
amend Article VHI o f the Co nsti­ 
tutio n o f Ohio as in this J o int Reso ­ 
lutio n co ntained, shall be submitted 
to the electo rs o f the state fo r their 
appro v al o r rejectio n o n a separate 
ballo t witho ut party designatio n o f 
any kind. Said pro po sed amend­ 
ment shall be published o nce a 
week fo r fiv e co nsecutiv e weeks 
preceding such electio n in at least 
o ne newspaper in each co unty o f 
the stats where a newspaper is 
published. If a majo rity o f the 
electo rs v o ting o n the same shall 
ado pt said amendment, It shall be­ 
co me a part o f the Co nstitutio n. At 
such special electio n all o f the 
po lling places o f the state shall be 
o pen In the same manner as when 
a questio n o r issue Is submitted to 
electo rs thro ugho ut the entire state 
at a general electio n in any y ear, 
o r as when a statewide primary 
electio n is held befo re the regular 
state electio n in ev en numbered 
y ears. So far as applicable, the elec­ 
tio n pro cedure, duties o f electio n 
o fficials, v o te r qualificatio n and

The tex t o f said pro po sed 
amendment fo llo ws: 


ARTICLE VHI 
Sectio n 21. To pro mo te to e gen­ 
eral welfare o f the peo ple o f the 
•tate, to pro mo te the agricultural. 
Industrial, urban and co mmercial 
dev elo pment o f the state, to im­ 
pro v e the eco no mic gro wth, edu­ 
catio nal and 
emplo y ment o ppo r­ 
tunities o f the peo ple o f the state, 
to facilitate passage o f lo cal v o ted 
bo nd o r tax lev ies fo r capital im­ 
pro v ements in which the state par­ 
ticipates and to meet present-day 
demands o f the state, by enlarging 
the po wer o f to e state to co ntract 
debts, there is hereby created a 
co mmissio n to be kno wn as the 
“ Ohio Bo nd Co mmissio n.” The co m­ 
missio n shall ex ercise such func­ 
tio ns as are co nferred upo n it by 
this sectio n end such additio nal 
functio ns as may be co nferred upo n 
it as the General Assembly shall 
pro v ide by law. The co mmissio n Is 
a bo dy co rpo rate o f to e state and 
the ex ercise by It o f such functio ns 
shall be held to be essential go v ern­ 
mental functio ns o f the state.

ports, h is to r ic a l site s, libraries,

pitals, and research and dev elop­ 
ment Institu tions; for u rban rede 
v elopment; and for pu blic hou sing 
projects for persons with limiter, 
income. The commission is fu rther 
au thorized and empowered to ex ­ 
pend money by direct grants or 
otherwise in the carry ing ou t of 
any of the capital improv ement 
fu nctions hereinbefore in this para­ 
graph stated when u sed in con­ 
ju nction with federal loans and 
grants or when u sed in conju nction 
with or to assist any political su b­ 
div ision of the state or any other 
gov ernmental entity of the state.

The foregoing fu nctions are here­ 
by declared to be in the pu blic 
interest and in fu rtherance of a

Notwithstanding the prov isions of 
Sections I and 3 of this Article, the 
commission may , from time to time, 
borrow money and issu e bonds or 
other obligations of the state there­ 
for for any one or more of the 
foregoing fu nctions inclu ding su ch 
additional fu nctions as may hav e 
been conferred u pon it by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly .

In accordance with any require­ 
ments which the General Assembly 
may prescribe by law, the com­ 
mission shall expend money to es­ 
tablish and administer a fund which 
shall be used solely for payment of 
real estate taxes on residential prop­ 
erty to the extent that the lia­ 
bility of the aged and other natural 
persons therefor has been deferred. 
The commission shall not be re­ 
quired to and shall not pay out of 
such fund more than twenty-five 
million dollars In any calendar year 
and any moneys paid out shall be 
■•cured by a lien on such property 
until repaid, without Interest, to the 
commission which may use such 
moneys so repaid in the same man­ 
ner as herein otherwise provided.

Any vacancy shall be filled within 
one hundred twenty days after it 
occurs.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P) — 
Both Ohio fisherm en and .the 
Ohio Division of Wildlife will 
benefit from results of a study 
on 
Ohio's 
walley e 
population 
and habitat. 
The division will learn about 
conditions necessary for w all­ 
ey e survival, while the fisher­ 
men will see what kinds of bait 
to use and where to fish. 
The Ohio Division of Wildlife 
and the Ohio Cooperative Fish­ 
ery Unit are cooperating in an 
attem pt to find the conditions 
which 
make 
a good walley e 
lake. 
“ W e're stocking walley es in 
m any Ohio lakes and reser­ 
voirs,” said Clay ton Lakes, sup­ 
ervisor of the division’s fish 
m anagem ent section. “ We w ant 
to show if w e’re wasting fish 
by putting them in lakes where 
their 
survival 
chances 
are 
poor.” 
R esearch is planned for six 
Ohio reservoirs—three consider­ 
ed good walley e fishing lakes, 
and three poor ones. According 
to Lakes, Hoover, Berlin, Wau- 
seon, Oberlin, C lear Fork and 
D elaw are reservoirs have been 
picked for the study . 
Most of the research will be 
done 
at 
Hoover 
Reservoir, 
which both groups say is an 
ex cellent fishing lake. Also, it is 
located just north of Columbus 
which m akes it readily avail­ 
able to both groups. 
The division and the fishery 
unit are cooperating because 
neither has enough people or 
eq uipm ent to do the research 
alone, said Dr. G erald Lauer, 
an associate professor at Ohio 
State 
University 
who 
is 
in 
charge of the unit’s research. 
The men are conducting a fish 
tagging program to determ ine 
fish movements, spawning hab­ 
itat and territory , harvest re ­ 
turns of fisherm en and other 
conditions making a good w all­ 
ey e lake, Lakes said. 
“ These include limnological 
studies—scientific study of phy ­ 
sical, 
chem ical, 
m eterological 
and 
biological 
conditions 
in 
fresh waters—and study ing m i­ 
croscopic fauna which m akes up 
food supply for sm all w alley es,” 
he continued. 
A three inch y ellow plastic 
stream er is inserted in the fish 
with 
directions 
to 
fisherm en 


who m ay catch the fish. Dur- i 
ing the tagging operations, the j 
researchers take a scale sam ple 
weigh and m easure the tagged 
fish. 
Lakes ex plained th at a fish 
scale under a m icroscope con­ 
tains rings sim ilar to those in­ 
side a tree, determ ining the age. 
“ We want to know what kinds 
of food the walley es eat. who 
the walley es com pete with for 
food, the population size and 
other 
data 
of 
this 
nature,” 
L auer said. 
“ We also w ant to get away 
from the shotgun 
method of 
stocking lakes with walley es. If 
we know something about the 
lakes and w hat conditions are 
best for walley es, we can do a 
good job of stocking.” And bet­ 
ter stocking m eans better fish­ 
ing.”

The division will learn about scale under a microscope con-

The Ohio Division of Wildlife 
and tile Ohio Cooperative Fish­ 
ery Unit are cooperating in an 
attem pt to find the conditions 
which 
make a good walleye 
lake. 
“ We’re stocking walleyes in 
many Ohio lakes and reser­ 
voirs,” said Clayton Lakes, sup­ 
ervisor of the division’s fish 
management section. “We want 
to show if we’re wasting fish 
by putting them in lakes where 
their 
survival 
chances 
are 
poor.” 
Research is planned for six 
Ohio reservoirs—three consider­ 
ed good walleye fishing lakes, 
and three poor ones. According 
to Lakes, Hoover, Berlin, Wau­ 
seon, Oberlin, Clear Fork and 
Delaware reservoirs have been 
picked for the study. 
Most of the research will be 
done 
at 
Hoover 
Reservoir, 
which both groups say is an 
excellent fishing lake. Also, it is 
located just north of Columbus 
which makes it readily avail­ 
able to both groups. 
The division and the fishery 
unit are cooperating becarve 
neither has enough people or 
equipment to do the research 
alone, said Dr. Gerald Lauer, 
an associate professor at Ohio 
State 
University 
who 
is 
in 
charge of the unit’s research. 
The men are conducting a fish 
tagging program to determine 
fish movements, spawning hab­ 
itat and territory, harvest re­ 
turns of fishermen and other 
conditions making a good wall­ 
eye lake, Lakes said. 
“ These include limnological 
studies—scientific study of phy­ 
sical, chemical, meterological 
and 
biological 
conditions 
in 
fresh waters—and studying mi­ 
croscopic fauna which makes up 
food supply for small walleyes,” 
he continued.
